THE RABBINICAL DIPLOMA. 


Sik.—During the past half century you have chronicled the successive 
removal of the many political, social, and religious disabilities impeding the 
progress of Angilo-Jewry. In every department of public lite and the liberal 
professions the fattle of fair-play has, at least in principle, been fought out and 
won. In your last issue vou record the striking fact that the present House of 
Commons numbers no less than nine Jewish members. there ar probably 
more, In the same issue you announce with jubilation that, at last, the long- 
wished expectation of the community has been fulfilled, and two students 
of theology have actually received Rabbinical Diplomas from the Chief 
Rabbi and his two colleagues of the Beth Din. the Rev. B. Spiers and 
the Rev. Susman Cohen. Hitherto it has been held that though Rabbini 
learning, transplanted from the Continent, meght perchance flourish on 
English soil, yet the hall-mark of the Rabbinical Degree could not be obtained 
here. If the disability has now been removed, the gratitude of the community is due 
to those I could name—pioneers who have struggled and suffered. So far as my 
part is concerned. it is perhaps no mere accident that the clever . pret 
in your Purim number introduced amony ts chara ters a communal 
worker—the initials of his name identical with my own—laying down the 
whole law to the Beth Din conceraing the Rabbinical Diploma. I am not, | 
hope, by nature sO arrogant or immodest but indeed there is 
nothing esoteric in the chief aspect of the problem * The 
Hatarath  Heraak (Rabbinical Diploma) to quote the Jewish Year 
Book's terse epitome, ~ Can be yranted by one who has himself 
obtained the degree It is. a fact in Anglo-Jewish history that. 
up to the present time, the Chief Rabbis of England (the Askenaz)- 
Rabbinate) have not exercised their right of conferring. the Diploma 
scholars have betaken themselves to the Continent in order to win the degree. 
and have thus entitled themselves to the profound gratitude of English Jewry 
And now when the English Rabbinate begins to exercise as it were the charter 
it has significantly left in abeyance for half-a-century, there must be a clear 
understanding on the part of the community as to (1) the conditions under which 
the Diploma may be sought; (2) the privileges it confers: (3) the attitude of 
the Rabbinate towards those who hold Rabbinical Diplomas bestowed on them 
by other Rabbis. 

We must have Communal Law on these supremely important matters, and I. 
personally, have every reason to be disappointed at its omission from the 
official announcement contained in your last issue. You, sir, cannot seriously 
mean that all such details can be arranged at the Chief Rabbi's 
leisure: this business of the Rabbinical Diploma in England has inflicted pain 
enough already—it has been the contentious theme for many years past. Itisa 
serious communal question, Hot merely a matter for the professional. 
though it may pemenny affect the position. of those members of 
the community who discharge official functions in the synagogues of the 
Empire. I put the matter advisedly thus, for Judaism does not limit the 
prerogative of the judicial function to the professional Rab} - as regards “a 
Jewish clergy,” a8 synonymous with a “ priesthood,” Judaism knows nothing of 
the kind. 

[I am aghast to read in the daily papers grossly 
references to what is called the new departure in “ the Jewish priesthood :” it 
is a sad fact that such devices are resorted to in order to make our sim ile 
ministry more imposing in the eyes of the world; it is dangerous and culpable 
and a perversion of truth. Unfortunately most “up-to-date” Jews are both 
ignorant and indifferent as to the vital subject of their ecclesiastical organisation 
and may easily be led to imagine that “ Rabbi” and “ priest” are synonymous 
terms. We must not impose upon ourselves or upon the veneral pubhie by allow.

So far as the modern “ Rabbi” js 
concerned, the term rightly rer ence according to the practice of centuries 
implies. a member of the Brotherhood of Israel (whatever his calling) 
who, in virtue of his attainments in Jewish learning, has received the 
Hatarath Horaah. In order to emphasise the non-sacerdotal character of 
the coveted Diploma, it is obtainable alike by merchant, banker, or poor artisan 
who, maintaining the tradition of Jewish learning as the object of life 
not necessarily as a means of livelihood—gives proof of a competeni 
knowledge of Jewish Law—the study par excellence. Happily, this 
tradition of study still lives on among the masses of Jewry ; and 
though to most of us, by reason of ourdevotion to more modern studies, technica! 
Jewish learning is well-nigh obsolete, it is nevertheless our duty to recognise 
the basis of our common life. Judaism knows no other differentia than learning 
it differentiates the Lamdan (the Scholar) fromthe “Am Haaretz,” (“The 
Earth Men,” the Unlearned in the Law). 

There are other aspects of the problem which I must leave for future 
discussion : in spite of arduous demands on my energies, ! cannot school mvysel! 
into indifference on a subject which should appeal to the good sense and public 
duty of the community. 

The object of this communication is: (1) To ask for Communal Law on the 
subject of the Rabbinical Diploma, so far as pertains to the jurisdiction of the 
Chief Rabbi of the United Congregations of the British Empire : and (2) to 
re-assert the fundamental principles of modern Jewry from its institutional 
standpoint, as a protest against the growing tendency to use misleading 
phrase ol wy.

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


Sir.—With the din and turmoil of the meeting at the Jews’ Free School 
of parents of its higher grade pupils called (save the mark ‘) to enable the Com. 
mittee to extend the rehgious and Hebrew education given there: with the 
beating of the big drum of the Religious Education Board, to awake attention 
to the claim of eight to twelve thousand children to some small modicum of 
religious training, to say nothing of the lesser noises of the several. Talmud 
Torah Classes, and the special Sunday Classes of the local synagogues to claim 
public assistance, one wonders how the past generation of sixty to seventy 
years since managed these matters. The representative of the Cheder in those 
far-away davs was good old“ Marm Esther,’ of Firebali Court, who, for the 
smallest of considerations, undertook to look after the well-being of the infants 
of the community, besides teaching them the Aleph Beth. 

There were then few boarding schools for the wealthier classes, and the 
teachers, who, as do so many even now, went to the residences of their pupils to 
teach Hebrew reading, «c 

Perhaps the only day school in those days in East London where a combined 
English and Hebrew education was giver, was held in Mansell Street by the late 
M. E. Solomon, whose sons, Henry, Maurice and Samuel did good work in their 
day, and was popularly known as * Monusha Eleazer's school. 

Alas! its place shall know it no more, and with it has gone also the 
synagogue (fallen victims to the London and North Western Railway 
warehouse extension), founded by bim. with the permission of the authorities of 
the Great Synagogue. for an early Sabbath morning service, though after- 
wards carried on daily for both morning and evening service, numbering 
among its daily worshippers Rabbi Abraham Shochet, Ackerman, 
Albu, with many other worthies. The emall schools have all been 
crushed out of existence, the few large Jewish Voluntary Schools which profess 
to include distinctive Jewish teaching in their curriculum, are only possible by 
the direct assistance of the community. It would surely seem that the very 
condition of their existence is the frank acknowledgment that the religious ele- 
ment is a8 important as the secular, and may not be neglected, even to ubtain the 
larger Government grant. Do the Managers of these schools take vigilant care 
that this great principle shall not be violated whatever be the temptation ? 

Some seven or eight years since, the attention of the Free School authorities 
was called to the unfair treatment of the religious and Hebrew element, by 
their teaching staff. First, the children were not classified for this as they 
would be for other subjects, though it was well-known that a child of foreign 
parents might be in the 2nd standard for his English studies, yet be quite fit to 
take a good position in the 5th for Hebrew. Secondly, these subjects were only 
taken as the very earliest in the morning, when the attendance wauld necessarily 
be small. Thirdly, that in the higher standards especially, the Sunday mornings, 
which should have been devoted to Hebrew only, were taken for other subjects. 

Have these evils been corrected’ If not, will Mr. A. L. Cohen say what 
ought to be the feelings of the parent who finds his son was only taught Aleph 
Beth, though the lad could read Hebrew fluently, or of the one who sent his boy 
for extra tuition in religion on carey but found that only drawing was taught. 
Apart from any wish of the parents, the managers owe a duty to the children and 
to the community in this matter. 

It is very rightly tried to make it extremely difficult for the pupils to leave 
the schools till they have passed the 5th or even the 6th Standard of their secular 
studies ; it should he made even more impossible for achild to leave these Volun- 
tary Schools till the 5th Standard of the Chief Rabbi's Code has been passed, a 
code which our revered Chief has publicly said he had been obliged, sorely 
against his will, to whittle down and whittle down till too little was left to satisfy 
any reasonable Jewish parents. Yet, after all, how many boys are there in the 
School, or who leave it, other than those who receive home training, or who 
attend the Talmud Torah Classes, or a Cheder, who can pass the 4th Standard 
of this inferior Code ’ 

Indeed, the moral and ethical training of 3,500 children year after year is 
too important to the welfare of Anglo-Judaism to be the shuttlecock between 
a larger possible earning by the children of an increased Government grant, and 
the ideas and fancies of some of the parents ; between the bread-winning of two 
or three hundred foreign Melamdim, and the physical well-being and endurance 
of the children. 

The Barmitzvah ceremony is rightly valued by all who value Judaism. Can. 
not it be made compulsory in the school, or rather taken as a matter of course, that 
all boys, whatever standard they may be in, who are twelve and a half years old, 
shall receive special instruction after school hours and be taught their Parsha, 
the meaning and true influence of the Tephillin, with the other duties then 
incumbent on them’ Could not this be further extended, and the higher 
Hebrew instruction, which is not possible during school time, be given after 
school hours to those who desire it, and whose parents would contribute towards 
its ecst 

The Committee, including some occupying the highest position in this land. 
are too honourable to rmit the unfortunate rebuff they have suffered 
to influence them in the slightest in the management of the institution they 
control, or the children they train with sych beneficent results, but will carry out 
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their evident determination to improve the religious and Hebrew education in 
the school, and so make it as prominent a success as a Jewish, as it has been in 
the past as an English, tes one 7

THE CARDIFF HEBREW CONGREGATION. 

Sirx,—It is with the deepest surprise and indignation that I have read the 
corre-pondence in your columns with reference to the criticisms upon the 
Cardiff Hebrew congregation. I trust that you will permit me as an old 
member of this congregation to publicly express my views on this subject— 
views which are shared by the greater majority of my fellow congregants. 

Now what are the facts of the case concerning the Rev. Mr. Abelson’s 

sition in Cardiff? They are as follows -—In November, 1895, Mr. Abelson was 
co a small majority elected minister of our congregation for a term of three years. 
During that period many events have occurred that have tended to increase the 
expenditure and to diminish the income of the congregation, the palatial new 
synagogue has left us a heavy permanent mortgage, upon which interest must 
be paid unctually. The recent strike extending over #1x months completely 
paralysed all trade throughout the Principality with results that need no explan. 
ation. Many of the more wealthy members of the congregation have during the 
year left Cardiff. and established themselves in other towns, whilst various other 
canses which need not be specified here have caused the congregation to become 
smaller and financially poorer. Hence it is that the community 1s unable to meet its 
growing responsibilities and increasing deficits, and our Committee. after mature 
and deliberate consideration, decided not to renew Mr. Abelson s term of office 
hut to advertise for a gentleman who would: combine the offices of Reader and 
Teacher—this being the sole possible method of curtailing the expenditure. Now 
what is there in the above facts that have called down upon us your corres- 
pondent 8 criticisms Shall we. as a congregation, be subjected Lo vibes and 
sneers because unforeseen circumstances have occurred Congregations are 
controlled by the same law of evolution as nations, they have their rise and 
decline. Shall it be said. for instance, of the congregation of Bristol—once 
considered the most promising congregation in Britain—that it deserves to_be 
attacked and calumniated because it is not at present in a position to maintain a 
minister’ Shall it be said of the many other congregations which have seen 
their rise and decline that they merit the same obloquy and slanderous imputa- 
tions cast upon our devoted heads by your corre spondent 

In conclusion, permit me to state that our Committee consists of a number 
of business men of sound common-sense and practi al ability, fully capable of 
undertaking and solving any difficulties that may occur. They do not need the 
alternately patronising tone and libellous attacks of your correspondent, and they 
view with extreme disfavour the airing of such shadowy grievances in the 
columns of the Jewish Press. Finally, permit me to state that the name of Mr. 
Samuels, the President of our community for many years, a name honoured 
throughout the length and breadth of Wales by Jew and Gentile alike, is a 
sufhcient guarantee that nothing inconsistent with truth and justice will ever be 
permitted.

Sin.—In justice and fairness I must ask you to be good enongh to allow me 
to reply to the denunciatory and disparaging remarks of the Rev. Dr. Adler at 
the Board of Shecheta with reference to my “casting apparatus,’ and he is 
evidently under a misapprehension when he states ‘that he had witnessed in 
IX¥4 a trial at Deptford of a casting apparatus invented by Mr. Henry Harris. 
there was positively no trial of my appliance it Deptford or elsewhere dur ing 
the year 14, but on 15th February, 184, Mr. Van Thal wrote me, Stating the 
Chief Rabbi had spoken to him with reference to my appliance having a week 's 
trial at Deptford.and requesting me to make arrangements for that purpose, and 
when ready, the Chief Rabbi, with others, would attend and witness the trial. 
but on February 22nd, I received a second letter intimating that the Chiet 
Rabbi could not fix a day until he had heard from Dr. Dembo, and then would 
with him, and others, see the machine: since then, although I have written 
several times to the Board, my applications have not even been brought to their 
notice, On many occasions articles have appeared in your columns condemning 
the present method of casting, and only in January last you stated - “ We cannot 
believe that all resources have been exhausted in seeking some better method of 
casting.” Although it is known that my appliance quietly lays (not throws) the 
beast down, yet, forsooth, | am denied even a trial Dr. Adier himself declared 
that it took thirty seconds to lay the beast on the ground ready for slaughter 
(vide Jewisn Curonic_e, June 23rd, 18%). It has been recommended for 
adoption by the Court of Common Council. The Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals have certified that it reduces cruelty to a 
minimum, It has also been approved by the late Sir B. Richardson (who made 
some suggestions whi h have since been carried out), and by Lr. Dembo and 
others. Notwithstanding all these recommendations of my appliance, the Chief 
Rabbi states “ that there has been no improvement on the method at present in 
use; on the contrary, they seem to inflict the greatest possible cruelty.” How 
much longer is this to be continued’ If I had been a foreigner it would not have 
been permitted by my kinsmen. Is there none of my own kindred who wil] 
take up my cause and see justice done, and get my appliance a fair and impartial 
trial the same as given to others ’ If my appliance is Of no use there is an end 
of the matter. If, on the contrary, it does all that I have stated, it will entirely 
remove the slur on the cruelties of the Jewish method of slaughtering. :

when he was unwell, I, a mere boy of 21, stood on the hustings at the 
(ruiuldhall and made a speech before a seething crowd of citizens and was 
well received, But I feel it a much more difficult task to address this 
gathering this evening, and I wish it had been allotted to one who could do 
greater justice to the toast than I can. I look back tothe times that have gone 
by, and it strikes me as an anomaly that 2) years ago it was said that if a Jew 
‘were admitted to Parliament it would be a blot on Christianity for the reason 
that a Jew could not legislate for a Christian country. Only last week we find 
in one constituency two Jews standing as candidates.—-( Cheers.) No question of 
religion was then raised, notwithstanding that both candidates were asked to 
express an Opinion on one of the most difficult questions of the age 
and their opinions were listened to as opinions of weight. I think I 
am correct in stating that there are nine Jewish members of the House of 
Commons and three in the House of Lords. The poet Rogers said that no 
dinner party ought to consist of less than three or more than nine. and in that 
agree with him. And I also agree that the number of Jewish ‘peers in the 
House of Lords ought never to be less than three, but I do not agree that the 
number of Jewish members in the House of Commons should not exceed nine. 
and I believe that several other members of our community should be invited to 
artake of the feast of reason in the House of Commons. I ask our revered 

hief Rabbi, as one interested in the Jewish Religious Question, to impress upon 
those whom he cares for that they must remain true to the sacred tenets of os 
faith and the religion of our fathers, be loyal subjects to the Queen who has done 
so much for us, and, associating freely with the people among whom we dwell 
prove worthy of the freedom we Jews enjoy.

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The first festival dinner given by the Jewish Rvligious 

The Jewish Education Board has proved a phenomenal success. 
Religious Seldom has the community celebrated a more brilliant 
Education function than that which took place on W ednesday 
Board. evening last in aid of the fands of this hitherto 
neglected charity. It is not often that an 

appeal brings to an institution more than it asks for. The contrary is 
generally the case. (n this occasion, so deserving was the object and so 
zealous the efforts of the Stewards, led by Mr. Lawrence A. Isaaes, that an 
appeal for £7,500 resulted in a collection of £8,000. This gratifying 
result must largely be attributed to the popularity of the Chairman. 
The perfect manner in which the Chief Rabbi acquitted himself of his duties 
mote than justified the wisdom of his selection for a post of honour which he 


: has never filled before. But, as Dr. Adler pointed out, the festivity had an 


object beyond the collecting of funds. Hitherto the Board has been satisfied 
to take a modest back seat. The time has, however, now arrived when it may 
assert its claim to a first place. An organisation which gives religious 
instruction to 5,000 children, and will shortly be educating twice that number, 
must be regarded as performing an indispensable work. The work is the more 
important because it is done in the public eye, in connection with the 
London School Board. Replying for that body, Sir Charles Elliot pointed 
out that the Classes established by the Jewish Religions Education Board 
set an example to other communities, and are helping to solve the religious 
question. Coming from such a quarter this is valuable praise. The result of 


the Chief Rabbi's appeal shows that Sir Charles Elliot’s appreciation is 
shared by the entire Jewish community. 


An urgent appeal for fands.has been penned by the 
The Bishops of Stepney and Islington in aid of conver- 
Proselytising  sionist efforts in East and North London. We can only 
Mischief. express our profound regret, with Mr. Oswald Simon, 
that, after all the centaries of failare and when more 
serious problems have arisen and cry alond for solution, this futile and offensive 
course should still be persisted in. We put it to the Bishops who are guilty 
of this woeful misdirection of energy and pitiful waste of resources, is there no 
work nearer at home to do? Have they forgotten the laments of men 
like Canon Barnett, who cry cut against the barbarism which enchains the 
minds and degrades the souls of their Christian fellow-subjects in the wilds of 
our London * Near East?” Or are they blind to the oppression, the misery, the 
distress that stalk through the Fast End slams a~d beg in vain for relief’? If 
all the thousands and scores of thousands of pounds that have been squandered 
in attempts to Christianise Jews had been devoted to educating the poor 
and introducing the decencies of civilised life among them, what great blessings 
might not have been wrought in their midst! But, in sooth, it is not 
on this ground alone that we regret this misplaced activity. Beyond that, 
we protest for the sake of the great principles of religion common to al] 
faiths, against the dubious methods of proselytising resorted to. The 
systems of free medical relief, the homes for inquirers, and summer treats for 
adultsand children, this trading on hapless poverty, all the innumerable 
bribes to exchange Jewish apathy for Christian deceit, what are they 
but aconstant premiom on hypocrisy, andan outrage on all religion’ It ix 
deplorable that whilst the Jewish community is seeking the moral welfare of 
its brethren, the good it does is consistently aondone by ill-governed zeal ; 
that the moral stracture it laboriously raises is persistently undermined by 
those who either know not or care not what they are doing. We protest 
against these proceedings. To those who are responsible for them we say : 
“The Jewish faith is a sufficient guide to a righteous life. Think of 
your own ills that call for correction, and cease from the mischievous con- 
version of bad Jews into worse Christians.”

Conversionist the production of a translation of the (ld Testament 
Misrepre- into Yiddish. Naturally there has been an appeal to the 
sentations. (‘hristian community for funds, and of course the appeal 

is based upon the usual specious misrepresentations 

in which Conversioaists indulge when they wish to loosen the purse-strings 
of the credulous. It is asserted (1) that this is the first Yiddish translation 
of the Bible to make its appearance; (2) that \iddish-speaking Jews are 
ignorant of Hebrew, which they learn to repeat, parrot-like, without any idea 
of its meaning ; (33) that hence they are ignorant of the Biblical writings, 
which to them are “a sealed book’; (4) that if foreign Jews study 
anything, it is the Talmud and not the Bible; (5) that the 
Talmud is regarded as the more important book, being compared to wine, 
while the Bible is likened to water ; () that no effort is made by the 
leaders of the community to dispel this ignorance, so that the task is left to 
Conversionista. The Church Family Newspaper, in whose colamns these 
arguments were put forward, possesses a fair-minded editor, who, in order to get 
at the truth of the matter, has been eliciting expressions of opinion from 
hona fide Jewish sources. The Chief Rabbi, Sir Samuel Montagu, 
the Rev. Joseph Stern, and others, have had no _ difficulty 
in meeting these absurd statements. As a matter of fact this is 


not the first Yiddish translation of the Bible that has appeared. Such 


translations have been produced before in varions forms, though, perhaps, not 
in 80 convenient an edition as the present one. And to say that Y iddish- 
speaking Jews are ignorant of the meaning of Hebrew is a gross libel. If 
there is o1.e thing an averaye |’ole understands, it is the language which has been 
grounded in him from infancy, in which the whole of his religious life finds 
expression, and which has thus become to him a second mother-tongue. 
The fault found with the Chedorim in which foreign Jews are trained is that 
too much, rather than too little, attention is given to Hebrew subjects. If 
Yiddish translations of Scriptare are not as plentifal as one might expect, it 
is because Yiddish-speaking Jews are so familiar with the Bible in the original 


| that they scarcely have need of translations. To say that the Talmud is studied 
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in Chedorim t» the neglect of the Bible is, again, a misleading statement. The 
Talmud is based upon the Bible, is full of Biblical quotations which it expounds, 
so that it is impossible to be a Talmadist without acquiring an intimate 
acquaintance with Scripture. That the Talmud is compared to wine, while 
the Bible is likened to water, just serves to show in what great estimation the 
Bible is held. For, in the East, the indispensable necessity of life is water, not 
wine, which is a luxury that can be dispensed with. So far as concerns the charge 
of neglect brought against our communal aathorities, this portion of . the 
Conversionist argument is sufficiently answered by a reference to the work 
being carried on by our Voluntary Schools and the Jewish Religious Education 
Board. For obvious reasons this work is performed through the medium of 
English and not of Yiddish, our object being to Anglicise the foreign element 
rather than to perpetuate among them the use of a jargon.

This 
useful Institution should not be allowed to appeal in 
vain for funds since it is accomplishing so excellent a 
work, and every mistress who utters a plaint in the vexed servant «uestion 
should be forthwith invited to subscribe, if only with the interested 
object of obtaining a servant duly trained from the Home, and already con- 
versant with Jewish ways and dietary laws. For the girls themselves who reside 
in the Home, the benefit of their training is incalculable. Many of them enter in 
a most deplorable condition, drawn from pitiably poverty-stricken homes ; they 
vo forth into service bright, healthy girls, with a neat wardrobe, a fair start in 
life, and friends, in the shape of the Committee ladies, to watch over their 
interests, and rejoice in their progress. Whilst every trade and calling is so 
painfolly overstocked, of servants the sapply—especially of trained Jewish 
servants—falls far short of the demand. Of the advantages of domestic 
service over East End tailoring or feather-curling it is hardly necessary to

speak. A striking point of the importance of this field for woman's employ- 
ment is afforded’ by the number of registry offices now devoted almost 
exclusively to supplying ladies for domestic service. ‘*entlewomen having 
to earn their livelihood have begun to realise that the remuneration given to 
a servant, with its steady increase, its permanence, and no out-of-pocket 
expenses compares most favourably with the occupation of a governess or 
companion, and that so-called loss of independence, so often a barrier 
to entering domestic service, is but a myth, fora painstaking, intelligent 
servant, in a family where consideration is shewn, has more rest and more 
leisure than the daily worker who has to sally forth in all winds and 
and is rarely so well housed or fed as a maid-servant. The Domesti 
Training Home is doing good work for buth mistress and maid, and deserves 
the hearty support of the community.

Jewish Board of Guardians. 


ANNUAL 


THE REPORT. 


The 40th annual report of the Jewish Board of Guardians not only show® 
that the Board is carrying out its work with its accustomed vigour and success, but 
also that the account of that work can be made as interesting as ever. The most 
serious point is very properly put in the forefront. Notwithstanding a restriction 
of the relief granted to the poor there has been a loss on the years working of 
£569, which added to the deficiency in 1897 closes the books of 1898 with a net 
deficit of no less than £1,795. The Board records with a feeling of humil:ation 
that in a period of unprecedented national prosperity, apparently the only 
interest which languishes is that of the afflicted and destitute poor. 

The revenue available for relief and establishment charges was £18,552, the 
lowest for several years past. There has also been a serious decrease in the 
amount of donations for specified cases, a decrease which has been in progress 
for some years and is largely due to the deaths of friends of the Board who 
chose it as the channel for their benefactions. This department has been found 
to be of enormous value in supplementing the relief given in many meritorious 
cases. Further, when private funds are available, the Board is able to relieve 
cases of distress presenting features calling for special consideration, without 
subjecting the sufferers to the routine which must necessarily be followed by 
ordinary applicants to a public charity. : 

There has been a shrinkage in the amount expended on eleemosynary relief, 
due probably to the mild winter. Only £16,385 was expended in 18s, against 
£17.242 in 1897 and £18,622 in 1806. Apart from this general decrease, the 
differences of expenditure between the two years are few and unimportant. Of 
the year's total of 360 cases to which fixed allowances are granted, no less than 
123 were those of widows, and the report says that the bright example in found- 
ing the “ Bertha David Lewis Widows’ Fund” should be followed, so as to 
enable the Board to make more substantial and permanent provision for distressed 
widows. 25% cases were dealt with by the Emigration Committee, as against 224 
in 1898. All these cases were sent by the Emigration Committee to countries 
outside Europe, the emigrants themselves contributing £11! towards the total 
expenditure of £2,478. In addition, 714 cases were dealt with by the relief 
rotas, 26 were sent to various parts of Great Britain and the balance of 68s 
cases, representing about 1,00) individuals, were returned to their homes on the 
Continent, repatriation being the most appropriate way of dealing with them. 
These persons also contributed part of the passage money ; the amount thus 
furnished was £545 out of a total cost of £1,145. In connection with this sub- 
ject, the Board testifies its gratitude to Mr. S. Samson, of Hamburg, who acts 
as the Board's Honorary Emigration Agent in that city, and not only is able to 
secure a considerable rebate from the Prussian railway, but also exercises 
increasing and kindly vigilance over the stream of poor Jewish emigrants passing 
through from London to Russia, 

Several of the references to the departmental reports deserve. notice 
here. Both the Loan and Industrial Committees, the two great self-help 
departments of the Board, issue annual reports of more than usual interest 
and importance. The number of apprentices under the guardianship 
of the Industrial Committee reached, at the end of the year, the considerable 
total of 679, and the number of apprentices bound to trades in 1898 amounted to 
230, an increase of 5° over the previous year. During last year 1,676 loans 
were made and the amount lent was £7,548, both figures being more than double 
those of 1893. The loss written off by the Committee for bad debts was only £22, 
quite a trivial amount compared to the good effect. The Board sympathises 
with the hope expressed by the Loan Committee that it may be endowed by some 
benevolent individuals with capital which, like that of the “ Eleazar Loan 

Fund,’ may be available for loans to deserving and fit applicants, who, from 
adequate causes, are unable to find the necessary sureties. A considerable part 
of the interesting report of the Sanitary: Committee is devoted to the pre- 
cautions taken to combat the spread of consumption and to secure its more 
effectual treatment. The community will have noted with satisfaction that the 
Board was the first metropolitan non-medical charity to take the field against 
consumption, but it should also recognise that. dire tly or indirectly, the action 
of the Board involves it in a notable increase of administrative labour and 
expense. [tis obvious that it would be a refinement of cruelty and probably 
fatile for the Board to press sufferers, often impoverished to the point of 
destitution, to adopt extensive sanitary measures and precautions both for them- 
selves and their families, without at the same time being prepared to lend financial 
assistance, 

Sympathetic notice is made of the losses by death 
Board during the past year. Among the large 
or donors who have died during I808 were Mr. Lewis Emanuel.’ who. 
“by- bis long and faithful labours left an exemplary. and_ indelible 
impression on the Board” : Mr. Maurice Beddington, a venerable colleague who 
had served the Board since its foundation in 1850; Dr. Maurice Davis, an active 
member of the Board from 1881 to 1886 and a member of the Industrial and 
Sanitary Committees at the time of bis lamented death. The loss of Baron 
Ferdinand de Rothschild is especially felt in the charitable world owing to bis 
munificent benevolence, The lamented Baron was a staunch supporter of the 
Board, on which he served from 1568 to 1474, filling during that period the post 
of Treasurer. In April, the death occurred of Mr. Isaac P. Cohen, who entered 
the employment of the Board in 1867, and was in length of service, as in years. 
one of the oldest members of the staff of the Board. ‘ 
justice in the following sentence to the services of the staff — 

The Board believes that at no period of its existence have the needs of the poor been 
studied and met with more zeal, consideration ani capacity than by its present staff, under 
the control and inspiration of the Board's esteemed Secretary, Mr. M. Stephany, who has 
ju-t completed thirty-two years of conscientious and valuable work in the service of the 
Board and the community It has been a source of pleasure to the Bard to read in the 
departmental reports the tribute of satisfaction paid t) numerous members of the staff 
servirg the various Committecs 

The Treasurer's statement—which sparkles with figures with quite a dazzling 
effect—deserves study, and the reader will find the reports of the Depart- 
mental Committees an agreeable change. The whole volume is a triumphal 
record of the admirable work performed by the Board. This great Charity—or 
rather congeries of charities—is a vast machine, well governed, working with 
surprising ease and producing results which are as beneficent to the poor as they 
are valuable to the community. :

Mr. D. F. Scutoss (Hon. Secretary of the Sanitary Committee), said that. 
while it would be possible to give at once an account of the provisions of the 
law and a statement as to the by-laws referred to in the motion, he deprecated 
the passing of the motion for a reference to the Sanitary Committee. Sanitary 
defects — overcrowding in houses let in lodgings could be dealt with in two 
different ways—as nuisances, or as offences against by-laws. The procedure 
under by-laws possessed several advantages; under by-laws the standard of 
sanitation was clearly defined, inspection was greatly facilitated, and infractions 
of the law were more efficiently dealt with than in proceedings for the abate- 
ment of a nuisance. The law now required all the London local authorities to 
make and to enforce by-laws; and if any authority failed to carry out these 
duties, the London County Council had power to take steps with a view to 
securing that attention shall be paid to the matter. From 1889 onwards the 
County Council had devoted much earnest consideration to this subject ; and the 
reports of their medical officers, made in 1895, 1896 and 1897, contained ample 
information in regard to the whole question. From these reports it appeared 
that all the local authorities had made by-laws, but that the extent to which 
houses were regulated under such by-laws, was in most districts, and in particular 
in the districts with which the Sanitary Committee chiefly had to deal, very 
limited. The subject of overcrowding was not lost sight of by the Sanitary 
Committee, in whose report for 1898 it was stated that “a number of cases of 
serious overcrowding were discovered in different districts, and were in most 
cases remedied.” But the inquiry proposed by Mr. Samuel—whether by-laws in 


_relation to overcrowding are enforced generally in East London, and in White- 


chapel especially—was one which it would not be practicable for the Sanitary 
Committee, under all the circumstances of the case, to undertake: and he 
trusted that they would not be instructed to make a report of the nature 
suggested. 


Mr, N. 8S. Joseru said that he was much surprised Mr. Stuart. Samuel 
should have absented himself without any explanation, after having given a 
notice of motion of so far-reaching a character. He concurred with Mr. Schloss 
in thinking that the Reference Mr. Samuel requested should not be granted. 
Mr. Samuel aspired to represent Whitechapel in the next Parliament, so he ought 
to be well acquainted with the enactments and the bye-laws as to overcrowding 
to which he referred in his noticeof motion, and should be better able than 
any of them to answer the question as to “whether they are enforced 
generally in East London and in Whitechapel especially.’ Mr. Schloss had 
very lucidly explained to the Board the state of the “ as to overcrowding, and 
on the table the by-laws of Whitechapel and the neighbouring 
districts: so it only remained to him (Mr. Joseph) to say a word a’ to the 
practical application of the law. He certainly thought that the 5s. limit for 
registration of tenement-houses under the by-laws should be raised ; for in 
Whitechapel it was rather a rare thing at present to find a tenement of 
lower rent than 5s. per week: so the exemption from registration 
would be the rule instead of the exception. He must, however. 
that the question of overcrowding was beset with vast practical 
difficulties, and that if he were a member of a Vestry or District Board 
he should find it far from easy to surmount them, the inherent difficulty being 
general want of accommodation for the working classes of London. Mr. Joseph 
read extracts from the report just issued by the London County Council's 
Medical Officer of Health giving cases of overcrowding far worse than anything 
that could be found in Whitechapel, and he expressed the opinion that the White- 
chapel District Board, though far from achieving perfection, was honestly doing 
its best in the face of enormous obstacles. In any event the terrible evils of 
overcrowding could not be remedied by talk or by: roving references to 
Committees. The true remedy would Sots to be found in a very large 
comprehensive and statesmanlike scheme for the general housing of the working 
classes established on sound economic principles. - 


On the motion of Mr. Asner I. Myers, seconded by Mr. Leonarp L. 
Couen, the following amendment was carried unanimously :— 

Tat in view of the explanations offered by the Chairmaa and Hon. 8. cretary of the 
Sanitary Committee, for which the Board begs to thank them, this meeting deem# 
ee to ask for the enquiry suggested in the motion of Mr. Stuart M 


The amendment, on being put to the meeting, was unanimously carried. 


The appointment of Mr. S. Wagner as caretaker and the engagement of a 
new porter were approved. 


On the notion of Mr. M. A. Green, Mr. H. R. Levinsohn was elected a 
member of the Executive Committee, and it was resolved :— 


That an Assistant Honorary Secretary be appointed, who shall be a member of the 
Board, and shall hold office till June, 1899. That laws 17 and 22 be altered by the 
insertion of the words “ Assistant Honorary Secretary,” after the words, 
“ Honorary Secretary.” 


Mr. Green mentioned that it was his intention to move at a future meeting that 
Mr. H. R. Levinsohn be elected the Assistant Honorary Secretary.—(Hear, 
hear.) 

A letter of resignation was read from Mr, Julian H. Simon, one of the 
Hon. Auditors. The resignation was accepted with regret. It was mentioned 
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that Mr. Simon_would continue to render service to the Board in connection with 


the Industrial Committee. 


On the motion of Mr. A. E. FRaNKLIN, it was resolved -~ 


That the concluding paragraph of Law 17 be altered so as to read—The Board shal! 
also at meeting appoint not necessarily members of the Board, 
or two firms, or one person and one firm, to act as Auditors at such 
if any, and for such period as the Board think fit. 

Mr. Franklin said that he would move at a future meeting that Messrs. Gundry.

The school 
is becoming more and more popular as its work is made better known. and the 
wealthiest, as well as the very poorest, are eager to have their daughters 
educated there, It is true that the number of pupils is disproportionate to the 
numerical importance of the Jewish community, but it must take some time 
before the prejudices against the education of woman entirely die out 
in a place like Bagdad.—The Jewish School at Chio (Turkish Aréhi- 

lago) has _ forty papus, of whom seventeen are Mahomedans.—The 


ys School at Haifa (Palestine) enjoys not only among Jews. 
but also among Christians and Mahomedans the reputation of being 


the best in that town.—Mr. Adelmann has accepted the post of Inspector 
of the Evelina de Rothschild School in Jerusalem and the honorarium attached 
thereto.—The Eaglish class established last year at the Salonica Boys’ Schools 
has yielded results which surpassed the Committee's expectations. Mr. Peter 
Donaldson, M.A., the class-teacher, reported :—‘“In all departments of their 
work the class has made most gratifying progress. Their pronunciation is free 
of all foreign accent, and the compositions of some of the older pupils would 
do credit to an English boy in the Sixth Standard"—Lady Sandhurst, wife of 
the Governor of Bombay, paid an unannounced visit to the new premises of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association's School on the 15th of February. Her ladyship 
inspected all the classrooms and declared herself much satisfied with the 
discipline and working of the school, as well as with the premises,

Cambridge Branch. 


Mr. C. G. Montefiore, President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, accom- 
panied by Mr. Israel Abrahams, member of the Council, paid a visit to 
Cambridge on Monday last in connection with the local branch of the 
Association. 


A representative meeting of Jewish undergraduates and other members of 
the Congregation was held in the rooms of Mr. Morris Alexander (St. John’s 
College), President of the Congregation and Hon. Secretary of the Branch, the 
chair being taken by Mr. Israet GoiLancz, University Lecturer in English, the 
resident of the Branch. 


_ Mr. Monreriore, in a lucid and convincing address, explained seriatim the 

aims and objects of the Association, demonstrating clearly the great amount of 
good work that was actually being done in the East by its agency, more 
especially in the establishment of schools. He dealt most effectively with the 
various arguments that might be used against the practical utility of such an 
institution. The schools of the Association were certainly benefiting the Jews 
from without and from within. They raised their stanc ard of life and gave 
them a better status among their non-Jewish fellow-countrymen. Local effort 
Was encouraged by the Association, the funds being carefully husbanded. rhe 
ack of support given to the Association in England was to be deplored, con- 
sidering the number and wealth of English Jews. The Association was an all- 
embracing institution ; it numbered among its representative members Zionists 
88 well as anti-Zionists and Jews of all shades of religious opinion, In its 
corporate capacity it was neutral on all such controversial matters. 


Mr. Montefiore’s address was enthusiastically applauded. He was followed 
by Mr. ABRAHAMS, who gave a vivid sketch of his recent visit to the schools of 
the Association, and bore testimony to the good influence exercised by them 
directly or indirectly, more eapecially by the schools established for girls. Where 

lation schools did not exist, Jewish children were forced to receive their 
education at the Mission schools, The influence of these Mission schools must, 


and could be, combated by the Association, which was only prevented from 
extending its sphere of influence by the lack of adequate support. 

The speech of Mr. Abrahams was full of interesting and amusing reminis- 
cences of his travels in the East, and was much appreciated by his audience. 

In emphasising the gratitude of the local Branch to Mr. Montefiore and Mr. 
Abrahams for their kind visit, the Ciui,ainMAN passed in review certa‘n aspects of 
the problem of modern Jewry. There could be no doubt that whatever other 
developments tending to strengthen the brotherhood of Jews might be 
ex reising the mind and heart of modern Jewry, the work of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association—its educational work especially—must receive the support of the 
Jews of the British Empire, if an honest and sincere belief was held by them in 
the common destiny of the Jewish race. The solation of the Jewish problem 
was becoming more important every day. and would tax all the statesmanship 
and intellect of which Jews were capable. He touched sympathetically on the 
problem of the Jews in Europe, and asked them to think for a moment of the 
amount of Jewish intellect that was starving in the Ghettos of Russia alone. 
What might not a University of Jewry, giving free play to Jewish intellect, 
effect for the good of mankind. The work of the Anglo-Jewish Association was 
assuredly helpful in uniting Jews, the more fortunate and the wretched, in the 
bond of common fellowship, an aspect of the work of the Association which 
must 1 oe to Jewish hearts. At all events, in giving their subscriptions, he 
begged them at the same time to give their minds to the ideals of the Associa- 
tion ; perfunctory subscriptions were not sufficient. 


Cordial votes of thanks were passed to the visitors, the Chairman and the 
Hon. Secretary, to whose zeal the success of the meeting was mainly due. 

There can be little doubt that over and above the stimulus given to the 
etforts of the local Branch as the result of the visit, valuable propaganda work 
among the students will promote the establishment of new Branches in the 
provinces and different parts of the Empire.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Ata meeting of the Vienna Municipal Council last week, the anti-Semitic 
majority carried a resolution excluding the reporters of the Neue Freie Presse 
from future sittings. The sole ground for this expulsion lies in the fact that 
the Neue Freie Presse is owned by Jewish proprietors, and written by a staff 
mostly composed of Jews. Dr. Lueger at once had the reporter of the Frei 
Presse ignominiously ejected from the council chamber. An attempt to expel 
the reporter of the Neue Freie Presse from the Legislative Chamber has failed. 


FRANCE, 


A considerable number of Jews have been appointed officers of Public 
Instruction and of the Academy. Among the latter is Dr. Baron Henri de 
Rothschild, Director of the Ambulance Association of France. 


GERMANY. 


The vexed question of the dismissal of the Jewish teachers in Berlin has 


now once for all been settled by a circular from the Minister of Education to 
the Municipal School authorities to the effect that his previous circular, to which 
this dismissal was due, was not meant to convey the construction placed upon it. 
There appears to have been a general misunderstanding which has now been 
happily up. 


The Central Verein Deutscher Staatsbiirger Jadischen Glaubens have 
instituted proceedings against Count Piickler on account of the latter's speech, 
inciting the populace of Upper Silesia against the Jews. Prince Hatzfeld, the 
Chief President of the Province, who was first appealed to, promised to in- 
vestigate the matter, but as printed copies of the speech are now being 
circulated amongst the people, the Society request the confiscation of the 
pamphlets and demand the prosecution of the anthor. 


INDIA, 


Mr. S. M. Moses, J.P., of the firm of Messrs. David Sassoon and Son, has 
been nominated by the Governor in Council a Fellow of the University of 
Bombay. Mr. Moses has devoted the best part of his life to promoting the 
cause of education lle has taken great interest in the David Sassoon Benevo- 
lent Inatitution and the:Israelite School of the Anglo-Jewish Association of 
that city. He has been the Examiner of the former school for upwards of 
eighteen years. Mr. Moses has travelled a good deal, and -is able to read and 
write not leas than nine languages.

MOROCCO. 

It is reported, says the Al-Moghrab Al-Aksa of Tangier, that on the 16 
February. crossing El-Kus, Mr. Carleton, the British Consular Agent 
Al-Kazar Kebir, saw a corpse floating on the river, which, on approaching. 
appeared to be that of a young Jew. It had along cut on the throat, and the 
feet were tied with arope. Mr. Carleton reported the case to the Khalifa and 
the chiefs of the Jewish community. The corpse was identified, when it was 
ascertained that two weeks previously the murdered man and a coreligionist had 
left the market of Half Sherif, carrying with them a quantity of foods for sale. 
It is believed that the Jew who accompanied the murdered man has also beer 
assassinated, as nothing has been heard of him since.

The Jewish Union.’’ 


The desire for further union of our Jewish forces seems to gather strength. 
This time it is Baltimore (Md.) which furnishes the proof. The “Jewish 
Union ” has just been formed in that city. Itis intended to be a centre for the 
Jewish “intellectuals” of that city, and will be somewhat similar to your 
“Maccabewans” and our “Judwans.” But, with one exception, women will be 
admitted to membership. I hope it will be catholic in its membership, and that it 
will unite the representatives of both Orthodox and Reform Judaism. and thus 
prove to be a real meeting ground for all who bear the Jewish name. 


Dr. Cyrus Adler. 


On January 3ist the Judwans of New York tendered a dinner to Dr. Cyrus 
Adler. the newly-elected President of the American Jewish Historical Society. 
This tribute to Dr. Adler was richly deserved. The idea of forming such a Societ Vv 
came originally from him. The greater part of the work which it‘ has done is 
due to his care and his suggestion. Atthe dinner, papers were read by Mr. 
Albert Ulman on “ The History of the Jews in the City of New York during 
the Dutch period,’ and by Mr. Max Kohler on “ The History of the Jews in that 
City during Colonial times.” 

Sunday Services Sinai Congregation, Chicago. 


The introduction of Sunday Services in American Jewish worship has in 
one congregation celebrated its silver anniversary. Twenty-five vears ago 
Sinai Congregation in Chicago, at that time under the leadership of the Lev, 
Dr. Kohler, started on the perilous enterprise of providing worship and instruc- 
rion for its members on a day on which it Was possible for them to attend 
From one point of view Sinai’s SUCCESS has been phenomenal. L oder the 
efficient leadership of the Rev. Dr. E. G. Hirsch it has been able to win back 
large numbers of Chicago Jews to attendance at the synagogue and to an active 
participation in congregational work. This has been more or less the result in 
all the cities which have followed the lead of Chicago. Is it right to expect 
that during this short time more should have been accomplished’ Speaking at 
the celebration itself, Dr. Kohler said, “ And though I, with the large majority 
of Jews, see more peril than benefit in this heroic measure of yours, fearing 
lest the patient may die under the operation, I wish and pray to God for your 
success on Which may depend the salvation of thousands and tens of thousands. 
And Dr. Hirsch himself savs in his “ Reform Advocate,” that “in the sense in 
which Dr. Samuel Hirsch pleaded for Sunday, it has not been successful. It has 
nowhere and in nowise assumed the sanctity and impressiveness of the old 
Sabbath. It stands in the family circle for no such inspiration as the old 
Sabbath, one hundred and fifty years ago, diffused.’ Of course this frank 
aimission has been greedily taken up by the Conservative Jewish Press and 
made the most of. But, Aare we the right to expect this Twenty-five years 
is a short time in the history of a people. And have any means been devised 
by which it can be made possible for the Jews in Christian countries to observe 
he Jewish Sabbath’? So conservative a man as Judge Sulzberger is again 
pleading for his “Shabbath Sheni.’ The Reform leaders would have been 
delighted to pray with their congregations and to preach to them ona Saturday if 
it could have gotten them to the synagogue. The question which stared them in 
the face was, and still is, can we allow our people to go without religious uplift 
ing and religious instruction from one end of the year to the other’? From their 
pont of view I cannot see how they could have answered otherwise than they 
did. It was not they who “killed the Sabbath.” They found it moribund, in 
many places stone dead. They have tried honestly to put something in its place, 
[ think they can say that they have partially succeeded. 

Space does not permit me to say much about the celebration. It was 
partaken in by Dr. K. Kohler, of New York, Dr. 8.

Increasing years have induced my 
father, the Rev. Dr. G. Gottheil, to place his resignation in the hands of the 
Board of Trustees. to take effect in October next, The burdens of ofhce in a 
large metropolitan congregation are so heavy, that they can only be carried by a 
man of younger years. It is, of course, impossible tor me to say anything in 
regard to my father’s work at Emanu-El, or of the position which that 
congregation occupies in American Judaism, I musi leave that to others, _ By 
4 unanimous vote of the congregation, the pulpit has been offered to Dr. E.G. 
Hirsch, of Chicago. There is every hope that Dr. Hirsch will accept the call,

this {hat itis not the salary that will bring Rabbi Hirsch to New } ork, but the larger 
he'd that is opened up to him.

we are assured of Dr. Hirsch’s acceptance of the position tendered him. 


Mount Sinai Hospital, New York. 


One of the oldest Jewish charitable institutions in the city of New York 
is the Mount Sinai Hospital. It has been, in a certain measure, one of our pet 
institutions, It is a Jewish hospital in a sense that it Is managed by Jews and 
upheld by contributions of Jews. But it is, of course, non-sectarian in its 
admission of patients. The present hospital building, though large, has for 
some years proved totally inadequate for the number of patients who sought 
admission. In 1893 it was resolved to find other quarters; but the financial 
depression of that and the following years made it impossible to realize the 
ane of the Directors. Better times have come, and a large p!ot of ground has 
een secured for nearly four hundred thousand dollars. On this it is proposed 
lo erect a building which will be perfect in all its arrangements. rhrough the 
personal influence of the Directors, and without bazaar or dinner, donations mount- 
ing up to 600,000 dollars were secured within the space of one month. It is pro- 
posed to raise 300.000 dollars in this manner, in order that the Hospital, when 
wilt, shall be free of all debt. The generous response to the call of the 
irectors gives them the hope that little difficulty will be encountered in 
raising this sum.
